nominated as a candidate for member 
of the constitutional convention for 
said Bounty upon a petition in writing 
addrMaed to the county board of dep- 
uty state supervisors 
of 
elections, 


signed by not less than two per cent 
01 the qualified electors of said coun- 
y, or by such as wij] be legally quali* 
fled electors at the election to be held 
on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday In November, 1911. And the 
aid percentage of two per cent, shall 
be based on the number of those who 
voted at the last preceding general 
'lection. In no case shall the number 
of signers to a 'petition be less than 
hree hundred. 


Section 8. Signers of said petition? 


shall Insert in them the names and ad- 
Iresses of such persons as they desire 
,o the number of five as a committee 
who m&y fill vacancies caused by death 
or withdrawals. Nominations made by 
such committees shall not be received 
by the board of deputy state super- 
visors of elections unless said nomi-

Section 9. Such petitions snail con- 


tain a provision to the effect that eacn

his own handwriting (unless h» can- 
not write and his signature Is madf 
jv mark), which shall Include street 
and number when there Is a street and 
number. No elector may sign

name to more than one nominating 
petition for each office to be filled; an<J 
where an elector has signed his name 
to more than one petition, his name 
shall not be counted on any of thf 
petitions. 
Nothing herein shall

construed, however, to prevent mow 
than one nominee being nominated by 
any one petition up to the number of 
members of the convention to which 
the said county is entitled.

"Shall the constitution provide for the 
licensing of the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors, or shall the constitution pro- 
hibit the licensing of the traffic in In- 
toxicating liquors?" 


Signature of nominee for candidate. 
When either of said statements is 


signed by the candidate or candidates, 
and the petition nominating said can- 
didate or candidates Is thereafter 
found by the board of deputy state 
supervisors of elections to be valid in 
all respects, then over the name of 
such candidates as placed upon the 
ballot as a heading, in case said can- 
didate signed statement No. 1, there 
shall be printed the words: "Fmvon* 
separate submission license clause."

Section 12. 
Nominating petitions 


shall be filed with the board of deputy 
state supervisors of elections of each 
county not less than hirty nor more 
than sixty days prior to the day of 
election. 


Section 13. When so filed, the peti- 


tions shall be preserved and be open 
under proper regulations to public in- 
spection, and If they are in entire cdn- 
tormity with the provisions of this 
act and all other provisions of law 
not Inconsistent herewith, they shall 
>e deemed to be valid unless objection 
thereto Is duly made in writing with- 
in five days after the filing thereof.

Section 14. All of the provisions of

in, shall be placed on one independent 
ind separate ballot, without any em- 
blem or designation except the state- 
ment referring to separate submission 
of the question as 
herein provided, 


and the name or names of the candi- 
lates for election and the number to 
be elected. 


Section 16. The ballot for member? 


•>f the constitutional convention ehal1 
-ie prepared and printed as 
follows: 


The whole number of ballots to br 
irinted for the county shall be divided 
by the number of candidates for mem- 
bers of constitutional convention, and 
the quotient so obtained shall be the 
number of ballots in each series of 
ballots to be printed. The names of 
candidates shall be arranged in alpha- 
betical order and the first series of 
'lallots printed. Then the first nam? 
shall toe placed last and the next ser- 
ies printed, and the process shall bf 
Repeated in the "same manner 
until 


-ach name shall have been 'first. These 
Ballots shall then be combined In tab- 
'ets with no two of the same order of 
names together, except where there 
but one candidate. 


"Section 17. Any vacancy occurring 


among the delegates by death, resig- 
nation or otherwise, shall be filled in 
the manner provided by law for filling 
^ vacancy in the office of representa- 
tive. 


Section 18. The journal and proceed- 


ings of said convention shall be filed 
and kept In the office of secretary of 
state. Said secretary of state shall 
'urnish said convention with all need- 
ed stationery, and shall do such other 
things relative to the distribution and 
nublicatlon of matter pertaining to the 
convention as it may require. He shall 
forthwith cause such number of copies 
of this act to be published and trans- 
mitted to the electors several board? 
in the state as will be sufficient to sup- 
ply a copy hereof to each board of 
ludges of election in their respective 
counties, and such 
election 
board? 


shall distribute the 
same to 
such 


boards of judges of election. 


Section 19. It shall be the duty of 


every state, county, and municipal of- 
ficer in the state, to transmit without 
delay any information at his command 
which the convention (or general as- 
sembly), by resolution or otherwise 
may require of him; and If any offlcei 
shall fail or refuse to comply with any 
requirement of this section, he shal' 
rorfeit and pay the sum of three hun- 
dred dollars for the benefit of oommoi 
schools, to he recovered in any coun 
of competent jurisdiction, in the nam< 
of the state of Ohio, by the prosecuting 
attorney of the proper county, whose 
duty it shall be to prosecute all case- 
it delinquency under this section com 
ing to his knowledge or of which he 
shall be informed.
